The PTO issued a Notice to File\Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application on 
August 27, 2001. A copy of that notice is attached under tab 1. The deadline for responding to 
this notice was October 27, 2001, extendable to February 27, 2002. 

On February 27, 2002, applicants filed a Response to Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Nonprovisional Application.
